A San Francisco doctor named 
Michael Cahill says that the elec- 
tric light is God Almighty and 
nfust be respected.

BucHAREST, March 2.

Government receives warning. Pre- 
mier Bratiano adheres to the policy of 
keeping Roumania free, in order to 
enable the Government to decide at 
the last moment whether to side with 
the Central European powers or with 
Russia. The armaments are being 
completed and put in readiness for a 
mobilization. he government has 
ordered large quantities of hospital and 
ambulance materials, and 1,000 extra 
workmen are employed in the arsenal 
etting the artillery and ammunition 
eo A commission will start for 
Eugland to-day to purchase torpedo 
boats. 
The Government Opposed. 
BRUSSELS, March 2. 
In the Chamber of Deputies yester- 
day, M. Frere Orban, the leader of 
the opposition, opened an attack upon 
the Government’s military policy, es- 
ecially the projected fort works on the 
Meuse, The latter, he said, would be 
useless for the purposes for which 
they were intended. With the help of 
a net work of railways and numerous 


bridges, an “pow | could always turn 
the fort works and penetrate the coun- 


try without passing under the fire of 


the fort. Besides, the neutrality of 
Belgium would not be damaged. The 
declarations of English statesmen has 
stood good until the present. Great 
Britain would never allow such a vio- 
lation of public law, nor would an 
enemy attempt to commit such a 
crime; the most atrocions that could 
sully the pages of history.

BERLIN, March 2. 
The split between the New German 
Liverals and the Socialists bere is be- 
coming pronounced. Herr Krueger, a 


Socialist leader, attends the New Ger- 
man Liberal, meetings, and reproaches 
the Liberals for failing to adhere to 
the compact against the Government. 
The supplementary elections will ex- 
tend oyer Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday; so until Saturday the definite 
completion of the Reichstag will be 
uncertain.

LOVELOCK. : 
An 
“Miner”—Good Times Predicted 
For the Town Shortly. 
LovELocK, Nev., March 1. 
Editor Gazette:—Owing to tbe 
recent severe storm, we of this lit- 
tle desert town have not had much 
of interest to ocsupy the attention 
of the outside world, Still, I am 
pleased to mention that we are now 
assurred of a boom just as soon as 
the weather will permit of trans- 
portation of the necessary ma- 


- 
chivery and lumber for the erection 
of an exteurive plant upon one of 
the largest and most extensive 
properties yet developed in this sec- 
tion; and, in fact,it is the only mine 
ever yet discovered that has ex- 
posed such large bodies of this char- 
acter of ore. refer to the pickle 
and cobait mines situated in Cot- 
tonwood Canyos. This property
